• Politicians, 
therefore, 
who 
assume 


that the same people who favor beer and 


• light wines are also in favor of lax law- 


enforcement are making a mistake in 
judging public sentiment.

ENATOR JOHN SCHU.MA.NN wants 
beer returned. 
He represents Jef- 


ferson county in the legislature and he 
has a large constituency that favors a 
revision of the Volstead act. 


In a senate debate the other day, Sen- 


ator Schumann said: 


• "I am in favor of the return of beer. 
I will vote for any bill or resolution that 
will help to bring beer back. The Satht- 
jen bill will not help to bring back beer. 
It will simply bring more moonshine. I 
favor a referendum of the voters of Wis- 
consin and that will do more good than 
anything." 


In his whole position on this question, 


Senator Schumann is talking common 
sense. There are a number of the wet 
members of the legislature who are more 
interested in making political capital out 


• of the beer issue than they are in get- 


ting beer back. They know that there 
isn't a bill in the legislature limited to 
state activities that will help to bring 
beer back and that the bills that have 
been introduced are designed to pull the 
teeth out of the Severson law or designed 
to weaken enforcement.

for brer does anyone doubt but that the 
members of congress, whose ears are 
always to the ground, would respond to 
that sentiment? 
A referendum, there- 


fore, is the most practicable means avail- 
•able.

HE soundest argument that can be 
made against the eighteenth amend- 


ment is that the people never had an op- 
portunity to vote on the question. The 
amendment was foisted on the people at 
a time when conditions were abnormal 
and in a time of war hysteria. 


Any law that is not sustained by pub- 


lic sentiment should not remain on the 
statute books. If prohibition is not fav- 
ored by a majority of the voters of this 
country then we should not have prohi- 
biticm for one minute. The eighteenth 
amendment was written into the organic 
!aw of the land by act of legislature and 
not. by direct vote of the people. The 
states never took clear cut referenda on 
the question. 


If, as the opponents of the eighteenth 


amendment charge, prohibition is not 
sustained by public sentiment we ought 
to establish that fact at the firs ^oppor- 
tunity. The way to do it is to get a vote 
of the people. 


[To the Editor]—I havo read with consid- 


erable interest the letter written to the edi- 
tor of The Capital Times by >Maj, Fitzpatrick, 
and I cannot refrain from replying to certain 
statements which he made. 


I agree with some things said by the Ma- 


jor: that there should 'be a body to present 
to the legislators at their regular sessions in- 
formation, regarding conditions in the schools, 
that they might be accurately informed,; that 
we need some central agency to bring about 
a fair distribution of the funds that are spent 
for educational purposes. 
And I agree fur- 


ther, that it would be a fine thing if every- 
one believed, quoting Major Fitzpatrick, that 
"Ye shall know the truth and the truth shall 
make you free." 
And it is just on this point 


that I desire to take issue with some of the 
statements made by the Major in his letter to 
The Times, for some of them are so cleverly ^ 
stated that to one who did not know the con- 
ditions in the normal schools, they would be 
positively misleading. 
If 
Major Fitzpatrick 


sincerely believes in himself and what he is 
doing, why does he not prove it by giving 
facts,—plain and unvarnished. 


Ho says, referring to conditions of teach- 


ers in normal schools, as a justification for 
working against the appropriations to increase 
the number of teachers, "The standards that 
we now set up are certainly not excessive— 
oE IS hours a week for a normal school teach- 
er, IS hours a week for a normal school stu- 
dent, and a class whose average size is 25. 
On the basis of tho present condition of the 
schools in the light of these standards, we 
have recommended no additional teachers in 
the normal school 
departments, 
though we 


have recommended some teachers in the train- 
in? schools." 


Legislators were clearly led to believe that 


teachers in the normal schools- of the state 
are working only eighteen hours per week, 
with classes of twenty-five during those eigh- 
teen hours. If Major Fitzpatrick would visit 
the schools whose progress he is hampering; 
if he would ascertain facts—real facts—not 
facts interpreted to suit his particular whim, 
he need only to go to the nearest school, forty- 
six miles away, to find out how little of truth 
there is in the statement which he should 
know is false. 
There is not one teacher in 


the Whitewater Normal who is working under 
such a standard; everyone is teaching at least 
twenty hours per week, handling in many 
cases from 140-160 students daily, five days 
per week; supervising classes in the training 
school, or doing extra-curricular work, requir- 
ing from two to three hours daily. 


What is true of the normal at Whitewater 


is true of other schools of the, state. 
These 


facts should be kr.cwr. by Major Fitzpatrick; 
but he seems not to appreciate them, nor does 
he present them as he honestly should. 


Knowledge of conditions in the schools in 


which teachers are overworked, especially in 
those whose enrollment has climbed so great- 
ly in the past three years, has been the basis 
of the. requests made by the presidents of the 
schools for more teaching force. 
Major Fitz- 


patrick has presented his IDEAS of situations 
in preference to the FACTS presented by the 
normal presidents. 
The economy of which he 


proudly boasts as a vindication for his actions', 
is made possible, to a considerable degree, by 
the overworking of teachers who have labored 
harder, than they should rather than see the 
minds of students in the normal system starv- 
ed for want of attention. This is not senti- 
ment; it is statement oE fact. But is economy 
huilt upon this conditior. the sort of economy 
desired by the state of Wisconsin. 
Clearly 


not. 
And this raises another question which 


he tried to settle; namely, that he is r.ot tho 
g'jidinj; genius of the state board. 


Who i? it that informs the board regard- 


ing conditions in thp. normal system, if not 
Major Fitzpatrick? 
'What sort, of farts has 


he presented? 
Certainly not the facts drawn 


from the reports made by the presidents of 
th» schools? 
Whose, then? 
Largely the facts 


as he interpreted them through his lack of 
kimwlcrlRe as to how they should he inter- 
preter! from not knowing 
conditions 
in tho 


normal schools of 
Wisconsin 
as he should. 


And has the board acted on his IDEAS? 
It 


ha?. 
Who, then, is the guiding genius of the 


board 'of education? 
This is not a difficult 


cucstion to answer. 
His influence, is not in- 


direct as he states in his article, but on the 
contrary quite direct. 


Major Fitzpatrick makes use of the state- 


ment that the success of the state board is 
evident from the amount of 
criticism levied 


against it. 
It would seem rather dangerous 


for any man to pamper his mind.on self-emu- 
lation. Let him know the real facts as they 
stand; criticism is levied against him as the 
guiding genius of the hoard, not against a 
central board which might function in the- in- 
terests of the educational system of the state. 
And it is not levied because of success achiev- 


' eel; rather, it is levied against his policy of 


giving statements, as is mentioned above, for 
instance, which are placed on the desks of 
legislators, who should be given honest-to- 
goodr.ess facts that they might act in accord- 
ance therewith and provide the proper needs 
for the wards of the state,—the hundreds of 
?chool children being educated in the normat 
schools, and the hundreds of teachers seeking 
training in the normal schools who desire to 
go out to carry on their chosen profession. 
If Major Fitzpatrick will act in good faith, 
helping to do that for which his board was 
created, he will merit ar.d enjoy the commen- 
dation of teachers and laymen for work well 
done, rather than criticism for his present 
policy of obstruction.—Henry G. .Lee, State 
Normal School, Whitewater, Wis.

The legislature has been appropriating 
funds sufficient to pay fair salaries and re- 
lieve overworked teachers. The State Board of 
Education is unpopular partly because it is 
trying t-o get these funds intelligently man- 
aged in the light of definite standards. 


Mr. Lee refers correctly to tho standard set 


up -by the .State Board of Education in deter- 
mining- whether or not to recommend money 
for new teachci-s—"18 hours a week for a nor- 
mal school teacher, 18 hours a week for a nor- 
mal school student, and a class whose average 
size is 25." 


Mr. Lee says that "Legislators were clearly- 


led to believe that teachers in the normals Of 
the state, are working 18 hours, per week with 
classes of 25 during those 18 hours." We have 
been, contending, and have supported our con- 
tention with figures, THAT THE LEGISLA- 
TURE HAS GRANTED ENOUGH MONEY 
FOR THE SCHOOLS TO HAVE PUT THIS 
STANDARD INTO OPERATION, and it has 
not been done. We have contended not that the 
schools were actually on this basis but that 
they OUGHT to be on this basis. 
Our prin- 


cipal criticism has been that they were NOT. 


When Mr. Leo says 
"There- is not one 


teacher in the 
Whitewater 
normal who is 


•working under such standards; everyone 
is 


teaching at least 20 hours per week-handling 
in many cases from 140 to 160 students daily, 
five days per week, supervising classes in the 
training school" or doing extra-curricular work, 
requiring from two to three hours daily,'' he 
simply corroborates and illustrates some 
of 


our own contentions concerning the lack of ef- 
ficient management in the normal schools. 


There are 41 teachers in the Whitewater 


normal school, according to the re-ports of the 
Board of Normal School Regents. 
Seven of 


these are training, school teachers. According 
to rules laid down by the Board 
of Normal 


Regents, which require seniors to spend one 
hour a day in practice teaching, the training 
school teachers' are carrying 11 percent of tho 
teaching load. This leaves SO percen; for the 
other 34 teachers to carry. If these 34 teachers 
are teaching at least 20 hours per week, 
as 


Mr. Lee says (four hours per day), with 140 
students (an average of 35 per class), and if 
the students themselves took an average of 
4 la hours per day or 22.5 hours per week, as 
the catalogue suggests, then these 34 teachers 
should be handling 1054 students. But the !• 
teachers in the training school would relieve 
then-, of 11 percent of the teaching load in the 
normal school proper, so that 10'54 students is 
only 89 percent of the whole. Tho total num- 
ber which the whole Leaching force should be 
handling on this basis is 1134.
